Fathor Guilloux 
had visited the district last January, and 
was thorefore well acquainted with the 
affected area, The last letter he receivad 
contained expresstuns of fear that tho move- 
nent was getting beyond the control of the 
officials.

called Tawooli, about forty miles from

MIKSOON AT KANCHOU BURNT, 

The Jasp telegram, which avas received 
on Thursday night, stated that the promises 
of the Catholic Mission at Kanchoufu, 
which bad been rebuitt since the troubles 
in 1900, hod been burnt down, and. the 
missionaries had escaped to the Yumén. 
Tho missionaries aro yaw on their way 
down river to Kianfu, but the Boxer move- 
tment Seems to havo spread there also, for 
the Superior of tho Mission thero has 
cabled asking for protection, as he and 
his fellow-uissionaries are in great danger. 
The mattor has been placed in the ‘hands 
of the French Consul in. Shanghai, and 
onergetic measures will doubtless bo taken 
to ensuro the safety of the missionaries, 
‘The China Toland Mission has recoived 
a telegram from Kunchoufu stating that 
there has been an anti-Catholic Mot in the 
city, but giving no furcher particulara,

Thoy neither get out improperly dressed 
norcrowd the stations, =~ 

“Looking ut the svomo, one ix tempted 
tonsk PAro these the same Chineso who 
quito lately fellon the trains like savages 
to got work, or are these the repre: 
sentatives of another!nation! With the 
former the bamboo sticks of the police, 
used with the grutest vigour, cuuld scarcely 
prewrve order, Now a word suflices to 
maintain an nlawst pedantic obedience. 

“How much has been said as to the 
impossibility of making good Soldiers out 
of the Chineso! Yet the new troops 
coustitute a perfectly working machine, 
thoy oxecute thoorders of tlivir chiefs with 
combined docility and intelligence.” 


CHINA AND EDUCATION. 


Tho Boston “ Transcript’ of Aug. 24 
reported that tho Hon, Chow Tezchi, chargo 
d’afuires at the Chineso legation in Wash- 
ington, has issurd an address to his fellow’ 
countrymen selting aut the necessity for 


education in Chiu. Tho address was, in

“There ix no 
crowding in the professions. Take civil en- 


two provinces, with Mongolin and Tibet, 
lager in extent of territory than the whole 
of Hurope ur the United States, to he cov- 
ered With a network of steel. Thousands 
of engineers aro necded to build all the 
riilroads required to meet the’ present de- 
mands. The mpid introduction of foreign 
inchinery for the interval improvement 
and development of the comntry creates an 
unlimited demand for mevhanical, mining 
und clectrical engineers.

So fat, the missing link expedition, Jed 
by Madamo Selonka in Java, bas achioved 
nothing-worth sposking of on the main line 
of roscarch. "Excavations on the site of tho 
tind where Professor Dubais discovered the 
famons fragmontary skull, thigh bones, and 
jaw bones, su ypased to be relics of the 
apeinan, have failed to turn up any more 
remains of that kind. Other fossil remains 
have been found in abundante, 

Tho question arises whother the three 
sorts of remains found by tho Professor 
belonged to ono individual or to several. 
He held that they formed part of one and 
the same ekelton, Othor ecientists think 
differently. The Selonka expodition has 
thrown no. light on this disputed point.
